SWirt AND THE BROOMSTICK, 


Joke Played by Famous Wit end Sa- 
tirizt Upon Lady o:keley. 

The well-known humorist, Jonathan 
Swift (1745), was dean of St. Patrick’s 
Church in Dublin. As such, he often 
visited the wife of his church- patron, 
Lady Berkeley. This lady always re- 
quested Swift, before he went away, to 
read to her a chaptcr from her favor- 
ite book of devotion, Meditations, by 
Boyle. This was a task entirely in- 
compatible with Swift’s indestructible 
humor. He was determined to take re 
venge on Boyle, whom he disliked 
very much on account of the tiresome 
15 minutes it took to read the chapter 
from his book. This he did by writing 
a parody on Boyle’s treatment of a 
popular subject. The title of this 
parody was Devotional Meditations on 
a Broomstick, and he had it printed 
on exactly the same kind of paper, 
with the same type, and the same 
size as Boyle’s book. These he past- 
ed, when his patroness had left the 
room, very skillfully between the 
pages of the book. 

When the time for his departure 
came, the lady, as usual, requested 
Swift to read to her a chapter from 
Boyle. Swift opened the book at the 
correct page, and read with the great- 
est seriousness and a solemn face, the 
title, 
Broomstick. 

The lady interrupted him. ‘Please, 
Mr. Ewift,” she said, ‘‘no bad jokes 
with me.” 

“Jokes? I assure you, my lady, I 
am not joking; I read as it is rinted 
here. You can see for yourself.” He

Bath Day In Agra Jail. 


One of the humorous sights of In- 
dia, says a contributor to the August 
Wide World Magazine, is the daily 
bathing parade in a native prison. In 
the one we witnessed were youthful 
habitual criminals, varying in -— 
from 9 to 15 years, taking their daily 
dip at Agra jail. While the governor 
watches proceedings from the shade 
of a tree, the prisoners, each man fet- 
tered and carrying a bowl of beaten 
brass or steel, are led out in double 
file to a stone pavement, on.each side 
of which runs a shallow trough of 
water. At the command of a native 
warder, bowls are filled and waist- 
cloths are washed. At a second or- 
der the prisoners scoop water over 
themselves and then sink smartly to 
their haunches, one behind another, 
in parallel lines. Again comes a 
snappy order from the warder, and 
each man begins vigorously to rub the 
back of the fellow in front of him. 
When the warder judges the “mas- 
sage” is complete his voice brings 
the two lines to a smart right-about- 
face, still on their haunches, and the 
vigorous rubbing begins again, each 
man doing for his fellow what his 
fellow did for him. The process, while 
comical, is a genuine illustration of 
the saying, “You scratch my back 
and I’ll scratch yours,” except, of

memory of the first elective Legisla- 
ture that ever ~et on territory now 
within the boundaries, of the Domin- 
jon of Canada. The tower, theretore, 


commemorates the birth of our Par- | 


ligmentury institutions. 

One hundred and fifty-four vears 
have passed since that first Canadian 
Parliament was called to order in its 
opening “Session, but in order to un- 
derstand the circumstarces that st 
tended its creation it is necessary to 
go a little further back in “our his- 
tory, and start, in fact, with the be- 
inning of British r.‘s in Canada. 

British Canadian history, and Brit 
ish Pariiamentary institutions in Can- 
ada have their beginning in Nova Sco. 
tia. That little province has blazed 
the way along which much of our 
political life has passed, and in many 


tings set an example for the other | 


British-Canadian communities. 

She has also contributed to our pub- 
lic life some of our ablest men, among 
them being three who have ‘been 
time Ministers of the Dominion. Her 
contributions to our history, 
achievements in solving the problem 
of colonial self-government, and her 
contributions to those elements of cur

It was the rule of the soldier 
and not the civilian. It was in 1719 
that the governor, Col. Phillips. in 
accordance with instructions received 
from London, established a form vt

civil government, which consisted of 
the governor and an appointed coun- 
cil whose duties were both executive 
and tg, Ponta This form of govern- 
ment, however, was intended to be 
! only temporary, for an-elective House 
of Assembly was promised,and it was 
not long before the people began look- 
ing for the fulfilment of the promise. 
They had to wait thirty-nine years— 
that is until 1758. 

At this time Sir Charles Lawrence 
was governor of Nova Scotia. He had 
repeatedly been instructed by the 
Government in England to call a 
House of Assembly, or elective Par- 
liament, but he had neglected to do 
so because he knew that as soon as 
such a representative body came into 
! existence he would have less power 
than he exercised with only an ap- 
pointed council to be responsible to 
and to co-operate with. And Lawrence 
loved power and clung to it tenacious- 
ly. “In 1758, however, he received or- 
ders from London that he could not 
ignore. The long-deferred House of 
, Assembly had been created. 
| Early in the spring the British fleet 
commanded by Admiral Boscawen ar- 
rived in Halifax harbor. With it 
came a large number of tr«nsports 
having on board a powerful army com. 
manded by Amherst, who two years 
later brought the war to a close on 
this continent by the capture of Mont- 
; real and the surrender of Canada by 
Governor Vaudreuil. With Amherst 
as his chief lieutenant, was a young 
officer, James Wolfe, who in the fol- 
lowing year conducted the siege of 
| Quebec, and “died victorious” on the 
Plains of Abraham. ‘The fleet sailed 
| away for Louigburg, and Lawrence was 
‘impatient to follow it and take part 
in the siege. But before he could go 
he must carry out his orders and set 
up the long-delayed Parliament. 

Governor Lawrence called his coun- 
cil and together they planned that 
first of Canadian Parliaments, whose 
Horse of Assémbly wag to consist of 
twenty-two members to be elected by 
; the freeholders. The part of the pro- 
vince not yét divided into counties, 
and it was the larger part, was to 
elect sixteen members, the township 
| of Lunenburg, two, and the township 
of Halifax four. The appvinted coun- 
! cil was retained as an Upper Howse, 
| corresponding to the Senats of to-day. 

Then followed the elections — the 
first Parliamentary elections held in 
, this country, and on October 2, 1758, 
. the first session of that first Canadian 
Parliament was opened at Halifax, 
Robert Sanderson being chosen 
Speaker of the Assembly. That first 
session opened much the same way 
that sessions of provincial legislatures 
| or of Federal Parliament opens to-day 
—with a speech from the throne by 
the governor, read to both Houses. 

The session lasted from October 2 
until April 17, but the House’ did not 
sit continuously for there was a long 
recess. The sittings were held in the 
Court House, and the members were 
called together by the ringing of a 
bell. The members were not paid sal- 
aries or indemnities, as the remuner- 
ation cf members is now called.

LITERARY SHRINES. 


Houses In Britain Which Were the 
Home of Genius. 


When Turner purchased a_ few 
square feet of canvas worth a shilling 
or two and, with his pigments and a 
brush, painted the sunset on’ it, or 
the towers, minarets, and palaces of 
Venice, he made that piece of canvas 
practically priceless. It is the touch 
of genius which alone can work this 
miracle, and, as many a_ holiday 
wanderer discovers, jt has worked.its 
enchanting spell on bricks and mor- 
tar, as well as unon flimsier material. 

About two miles from the’ town of 
Ayr stands a little unpicturesque 
clay-built cottage, rear-d by the horny 
hands of the father of Robert Burns, 
and which the poet himself refers to 
as an “auld clay beggin.” There the 
national bard of Seotland came into 
a rough and stormy world on January 
25th, 1759, and snent the first seven 
years of his life beneath its thateh. 





What is that cottage worth? In mud 
and thatch and mouldering timber 
practically nothing. Yet, by reason 


of its being the birthplace of Robert 
Burns it is priceless to the peonle of 
the poet’s native land. 





Tucked away under the lee of the 
mountains, Which -tand like sentinels | 
round the charming lakes of Rydal 
Water and Grasmere. stands 4 very 
unpretentious but very picturesque 
heuse which, if it had not onee been 
the abode of genius. might probably 
ke bought “lock, stock and barrel” 
fe a few hundred peunds. [ts name 
is Dove Cottage, and William Werds- 
worth, the great Nature poet, lived 





there for some years with his sister, 
and beneath its roof and in its steep 
little garden, laid out by the poet’s 
own hands, many of his most memor- 
able poems were written. Doubtless 
the thousands of American tourists 
who make pilgrimage to Dove Cottage 
would dearly like to_ transport the

Marvels of London Life. 

The immensity of the world’s great- 
est city:is strikingly illustrated by the | 
facta and figures published recently 
in a report on London life issued by 
the London County Council. It is 
estimated, for instance, that $7,000,000 | 
is paid every week in rent, and $2,- | 
100,000 in rates, while for the privilege 
of keeping sbout 180,000 dogs London- 
ets psy $300,000 a year. The rich pay 
over half a million a year in cdrriage 
and motor licenses, while altogether 
no less than $5,000,000,000 worth of 
property belonging to Londoners is in- 
sured. 

It is remarkable that while fifty 
years ago only half the people living 
in London were born in the capital, 
to-day we are approaching the time 
when three-quarters of the population 
of London are natives, the figures be- 
ing 668 per 1,000. Most people are 
under the impression, as they notice 
the new streets of houses springing 
up in all directions in the Metropolis, | 
that London is growing bigger every | 
day, but, as a matter of fact, last year 
$28,000,000 less was spent on house 
building than in 1902. 

There are 750 weddings in London 
every week, while the weekly average | 





number of inqueste is 100. No fewer , 
than 53,000 drunkards are convicted | 
in twelve months, while postmen de- 
liver every day 4,000,000 letters, post- 
cards, circulars and newspapers.

Many Uhristians are still making the 
same mistake; they do not appreciate 
the Master’s statement, “If the Son 
shall make you free, ye shall be free 
indeed.” 

Pastrr Russell, the ablest of the 
world’s Bible exegetes, attributes the 
measure of bondage to forms and cere- 
monies still prevalent, to the imma- 
turity of development of many Chris- 
tians.

BAKED EGGPLANT AND SWEET PICKLED 
MANGOES. 
tablespoonfuls of white mustard seed, 
a sweet red pepper, chopped fine, and 
if desired a eupful of sultana ralsins 
or cleaned currants. With this mix- 
ture fill the mangoes, set the bit re- 
moved from the ends In their respec- 
tive places and push two or three 
halves of toothpicks through them into 
the mangoes to hold the piece In place, 
Care must be tuken to put back the 
piece taken out into the place to which 
It belongs. Put the mangoes into a re- 
ceptacle with a scant half cupful of 
salt, cover with cold water and let 
stand overnight. Drain, rinse in cold 
water and set over the fire In cold 
water. Let boil several minutes or a 
longer time if a soft pickle be desired. 
Drain, welgh the pickles, take balf the 
weight In sugar and half a cupful of 
vinegar for each ponnd of sugar, Add 
f little stick cinnamon if desired. Let 
boll to a sirup. Add the mangoes and 
let boll five or six minutes, or until 
soft enough to pierce easily. Store as 
eanned fruit, Green cucumbers, six to 
eight inches in length and an inch and 
a half to two incbes in diameter, may 
be prepared in the same way. ‘Io
